Washington, Feb. 25.-—President AV'il- 


son today reiterated his confidence that 
the people of the country will support 
the plan for a league of nations, in a 
telegram to Theodore K. Burton, pres- 
ident of the league of nation's union. 


Boston, Feb. 25.—President Wilson 


will light at home as he has fought 
abroad for a league of nations. Return- 
ing from France, he had been on Amer- 
ican soil not more than three hours 
yesterday before he threw down the 
gauntlet to those who distrust the 
proposed concert of governments based, 
ne said, on the American ideals which 
had won the war for justice and hu- 
manity. 


"An American confining to her 


own territories her conception and 
purpose to make men free," he 
said, "would have to keep her 
honor 'for those narrow, selfish, 
provincial purposes which seem so 
dear to some minds that have no 
sweep beyond their nearest hori- 
zon.' " 
Before a responsive audience that 


filled the biggest auditorium in the 
city, the president pictured the old 
world fighting with stubborn despera- 
tion, and expecting in the end nothing 
better for the peoples than they had 
known for centuries. 


He pictured the American nation 
entering the lists with a new pur- 
pose—the 
freedom, of 
mankind. 


The old world hail caught the. vis- 
ion and any treaty of peace dawn 
otherwise than in the new spirit 
would be nothing more, he assert- 
ed, than "a modern scrap of paper," 
and the present peace, unless guar- 
anteed by the united forces of the 
civilized "world, could not stand a. 
generation. 
Bending over the speaker's table, his 


face set in tense lines and his right 
hand clinched, the president exclaimed: 
"Any "man- tvlio thinks that America 
will take part in giving the world any 
such rebuff and disappointment as that 
does not know America. I invite him 
to test the sentiment of the nation." 
Interrupted by applause the pres- 


ident halted and then evoked the 
greatest demonstration of the after- 
noon when he added that he would 
accept no sweeter challenge than 
the issue of the American purpose 
in the war. 
"I have fighting blood in me," he 
said with apparent feeling, "and it is 
some times a delight to let it have 
scope, but if it is a challenge on this 
occasion, it will be an indulgence." 


At another point in his address the 


president said that if the great hone of 
the world for a league of nations was 
disappointed he would wish "for my 
part never to have had America play 
any part whatever in this attempt to 
emancipate the world. I have no more

thousands of gallons of 


whiskey 
had 
been 
withdrawn from 


government bonded warehouses within 
the last week, \vith tax paid at the old 
rate of $3.20 a gallpn, to escape the 
higher rate of $6.40 a gollon now ef- 
fective. 
Articles in. the ''luxury" class on 


which new taxes go into effect today 
include automobiles and motor acces- 
sories, pianos, sporting goods, chew- 
ing gum, cameras, candy, fire arms, 
clot machines, 
toilet 
soaps and art 


goods. 
The tax is paid by the manu- 


facturer. 
Other features of the tax 


bill which go into the legal effect to- 
day but which 
are 
retroactive, and 


consequently are 
not 
practically ef- 


fected by the time of the signing of 
the bill include the 
following: Taxes 


on incomes, 
excess profits and war 


profits: estates and 
inheritances; and 


excise taxes on a number of special 
businesses,, such as brokers, bowling 
alleys, insurance companies, theatres, 
and amusement place proprietors, and 
liquor dealers. 
Drastic measures to 


prevent the narcotic drug traffic be- 
come effective at once. 


On April 1 new taxes on railroad 


and steamship tickets, pipe lines, in- 
surance, theatre admissions and club 
dues, and a variety of stamp taxes be- 
come effective. Levies against the ex- 
cess value of so-called 
semi-luxuries, 


such as articles of dress, will be made 
after aWay 1. The soda fountain tax 
becomes effective' May 1. 
Taxes on. 
products of child labor will be impos- 
ed in sixty days. 
Without awaiting -signature of the 


bill by the president, the internal rev- 
enue bureau has gone ahead prepar- 
ing to administer 
the lav/. 
Tax re- 


turn forms and regulations are being 
issued and income and profits tax re- 
turns must be filed by March 15.

IN RHINE VALLEY 


Saturday Afternoons and 


Sundays Spent On Trips 
to Points of Interest Near 
Coble nz. 


Buttery B boys, stationed at Klein- 


maischied on the Rhine, have Saturday 
afternoons and Sundays to rest, 
but 


they usually take little trips to the sur- 
rounding towns for there are many in- 
teresting things to see. 


Things of interest in Coblenz are 


Stolenzenfells Castle, that belonged to 
the kaiser and Ehrenheitstein fortifica- 
tion, which is one of the largest forts 
in Germany. 


Private Alva L. Gleason of Battery 


B. 3J4th H. F. A., wrote the following 
letter January 19th to his mother, Mrs. 
C. V. Gleason of West Church street, 
telling of their positions while at the 
front and their trip to the Rhine: 


"At this writing pur Battery is sta- 


tioned in Kleinmaischeid. Rhineland. 
(Germany). This town is about 15 kilo- 
meters from the Rhine river and about 
22 kilometers from the city of Coblenze. 
We chaps are 
billeted in this small 


town. 


Before going to the front we spent a 


short time at Camp Coetquidan. It is 
a large artillery training camp. 
The 


history of this camp is somewhat inter- 
esting". It was established by Napoleon. 


"After leaving Coetquindan we went 


to the front. Fired our first shot at 5:45 
o'clock p. m.. October 7th, 1918. We laid 
down a seven hour and a half barrage 
on October 8th. At this time we were 
in a position along the 
Meuse river. 


We were on the Verdun front and in 
position at different points close to the 
Meuse river until our 
last 
position 


which was close to Haramount 
and 


Leivy. Our guns fired up until the time 
the armistice came effective. We fired 
a barrage on the morning of Nov. llth. 


"A few days after the armistice was 


signed we started on our march to the 
Rhine. As we were in the 32nd division 
we became a member of the Army of 
Occupation, an army to go into Ger- 
many representing the t'nited States. 
Our mission is to see that the enemy 
carries out his terms. 


"Our march took us through a part 


of Luxembourg?— a very small country. 
We passed through the outskirts of 
the city of Luxembourge. I sent you a 
letter "from 
Boudlesbach., 
Luxem- 


bourge. 
Did you cet it? 


"We crossed the Rhine river the 14th 


of December. 
Ye<. I saw many things 


of interest while on the hike. We av- 
eraged about 
]•"» miles a day on our 


march. AVe spent Thanksgiving day in 
Bondlesba.cn. Luxembourge. 


'•Although not firing the guns, we 


chaps are very busy these days. While 
in action it was every day. but now 
we have Saturday afternoons and all 
day Sundays to r<-st.
